End  Comes  for  Prominent  Physician 
at  His  Jermyn  Home 
after  Year's  Illness  . 

WAS  ACTIVE  IN  MASONIC  CIRCLES  FOR  FIFTY  YEARS 

First  Settled  in  Hyde  Park 
in  Spring  of  1868 
Funeral  Tomorrow  Afternoon 

Dr.  Sumner  D,  Davis,  one  of  the  oldest  and  moot 
prominent  physicians  in  Lackawanna  county  and  a  man 
active  in  Masonic  circles  for  more  than  half  a  cen¬ 
tury,  died  at  12*10  o'clock  yesterday  morning  at  hie 
home,  Washington  avenue  and  Bacon  street,  Jerinync.  He 
was  eighty  years  old. 

Hie  Death  Keenly  Felt 

Perhaps  there  is  no  better  known  man  in  this  end 
of  the  State  than  Dr0  Davia.  He  began  to  fail  in  health 
a  year  ago,  and  during  the  past  few  weeka  hie  con¬ 
dition  was  suoh  that  the  end  was  not  unexpected,  His 
passing  will  be  keenly  felt  by  hie  legion  of  friends* 

A  kindly  man,  he  was  well  liked  by  those  who  had 
the  pleasure  of  his  acquaintance,  and  there  was  no  fa¬ 
vor  that  a  friend  might  aak  that  he  would  not  willing¬ 
ly  try  to  accomplish.  Always  active  in  all  things 
civic,  he  was  among  the  main  boosters  of  Jermyn*  In 
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addition  to  hla  wide  practice  in  the  Mid-Valley 
towns,  he  always  found  time  to  take  part  in  any 
movement  for  the  betterment  of  the  town,  where  he 
had  made  hie  home  since  May,  1869.  Dr„  Davia  was 
also  prominent  in  politics  and  held  several  borough 
offioes  and  that  of  postmaster. 

8ett!ed  in  Hyde  Park 

He  saw  what  is  now  Jerrayn  grow  from  a  little 
hamlet  to  the  town  that  it  now  is.  Before  going  to 
that  place,  he  had  been  a  resident  of  Hyde  Park.  Dr* 
Davie  was  born  tn  Kelson,  N.HQ,  March  lt,  18460  Upon 
coming  to  Hyde  Park  in  the  Spring  of  1868 ,  he  en¬ 
tered  the  office  of  Bx.  A0  Davis  to  take  up  the 
study  of  medicine.  Later,  he  attended  the  University 
of  Michigan  and  Harvard  University  Medical  College, 
where  he  was  graduated  May  10,  1869. 

Dr0  Davia  located  in  Hushdale,  now  Jermyn,  fol¬ 
lowing  hie  graduation.  In  the  spring  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  year,  1870,  he  built  a  drug  store  in  that  town, 
and  operated  it  continuously  until  recently* 

After  the  incorporation  of  the  borough  of  Gib- 
aonburg,  now  Jermyn,  Dr0  Davis  waa  elected  one  of 
the  town  council  for  three  successive  terms*  he  was 
elected  borough  treasurer  for  one  term  and  borough 
secretary  for  four  terms.  He  was  appointed  post¬ 
master  on  February  13,  1871,  and  held  thia  office 
for  fifteen  Successive  years,  eleven  of  which  were 
during  Republican  administrations,  although  he  was 
a  staunch  Democrat  in  politics.  He  was  secretary  of 
the  Gibaonburg  Building  and  Loan  Aaaociation  in  Octo¬ 
ber,  1871. 

Hia  Masonic  Record 

The  record  of  Hr.  Davia  in  Masonic  circles  has 
been  most  honorable.  Receiving  hia  entered  apprentice 
degree  on  June  4,  1868,  and  raised  to  master  Maaon 
on  July  30,  of  the  same  year*  When  Aurora  Lodge,  523, 
was  instituted  on  October  10,  1873,  with  Dr«  Davia 
as  a  charter  member,  he  was  installed  the  first  wor¬ 
shipful  master.  Later  he  waa  secretary  of  thia  lodge 
for  fifty-three  consecutive  years.  He  was  also  past 
high  priest  of  Eureka  Chapter ,  179,  of  Carbondale; 
past  commander  of  Palestine  Commander y,  14,  Knights 
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Templar ,  of  Carbondale,  and  treasurer  of  this  cotn- 
mandery  for  thirty -five  successive  yearn,,  member  of 
Irea  Shrine,  A, A.,CuN.>Mo  S, ,  Wilkes  Barra, 

Drv  Davie  was  also  past  noble  grand  of  Rush- 
brook  Lodge ,  850,  I.0.,QcF«.,  president  of  Crystal 
Fire  Company  Mo«  1  for  twenty -five  years,  and  one  of 
its  founders;  secretary  of  Beard  of  Health  and  health 
officer  for  thirty-two  years;  secretary  Jermyn  Ceme¬ 
tery  Association;  treasurer  St.  James-  Episcopal 
Church;  sedical  examiner  for  various  life  insurance 
companies,  having  served  in  that  capacity  for  the 
Equitable  for  nearly  fifty  years  and  for  the  Pruden¬ 
tial  for  ever  forty-five  years*.

Dr,  Sumner  Do  Davis  died  at  his  home  in  Jermyn 
Saturday  evening.  Apt'il  loth,  1926, 

Dr ,v  Davis  was  born  in  Nelson,  NoH0,  March  1,  1846, 
and  oame  to  Hyde  Park,  Pa,,  in  the  spring  of  1868,  when 
ha  entered  the  office  of  Dr,  A,  Davis  to  take  up  the 
study  of  medicine.  Later  he  attended  the  University  of 
Miohigan,  and  Harvard  University  Medical  College  where 
he  was  graduated  May  10,  1869, 

Dr,  Davis  located  in  Hushdale,  now  Jermyn,  in  May, 
1869,  building  hie  drug  store  in  the  spring  of  1870, 
and  operating  it  continuously  until  recently. 

After  the  incorporation  of  the  borough  of  Gibson- 
burg,  now  Jermyn,  Dr,  Davis  was  elected  one  of  the 
town  council  for  three  successive  terms.  He  was  elec¬ 
ted  borough  secretary  for  four  terms  and  borough  treas¬ 
urer  for  one  term.  He  was  appointed  postmaster  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  13,  1871,  and  held  this  office  for  15  successive 
years,  11  of  whioh  were  during  Republican  administra¬ 
tions,  although  he  was  a  staunch  Demoorat  in  politics.
